TINTINNABULATION 

The ENVIRONMENTS concept is far broader than the mere simulation of 
natural sounds. The effect of sound on our abilities and thought processes is 
a little understood, mysterious phenomenon. As an illustration of the 
possibilities currently under examination, SR decided to experiment with 
bell sounds as an environmental sound source. 

The effect we created, based on an oriental theory of musical harmonics, has 
never been heard before. The sound is bells, but bells so dulcet and beautiful 
that they affect the subconscious in totally unexpected ways. As a long 
duration environmental sound source, they are truly superb. 

Imagine five different bells, each as big as an average room, which are 
sounded very, very softly and reverberate for minutes afterwards. The sound 
seems to float in the air, slowly moving around the room as a physical 

Tintinnabulation can be played at any speed, from 78 to 16rpm, in full 
stereo. At different speeds, the sounds change in tone and apparent size, 
although the harmonics remain unchanged. The effect, unlike real bells, is 
fully controllable by the use of your volume, bass, and treble controls. 

A creation of extensive research into computer acoustics, the sound is 
purposely random, rather than taking the form of a musical composition. 

We think you will find Tintinnabulation highly useful for both meditation 
and relaxation, unlike side two of this disc, which is primarily intended for 
more active activities. Many people report that they become completely 
relaxed within the first few moments of play. 


DAWN AT NEW HOPE, PENNSYLVANIA 

June, 1969 

The dawn sounds superbly preserved on this disc are sounds which are 
gradually vanishing from the North American countryside. 

Totally different in mood and concept from the sounds of Disc One of this 
series, Dawn at New Hope recreates the aural environment of a beautiful 
morning in late spring, complete with owls, crows, doves, insects, dogs, and 
geese. Our objective was not to make an artificially "beautiful" recording, 
but a real sound, which seems to get better each time you listen to it. 

So many people had written us asking for this specific environmental sound 
that we felt obligated to give them the finest recording of a North American 
dawn ever made. In full stereo. On a good high-fidelity system, the sounds 
produced are so realistic that most people soon forget they are listening to a 
phonograph record. 

The usefulness of the recording is a subtle thing, as you can see by a 
sampling of our listening tests printed above. Walk into a room where it is 
playing and you may feel the city had suddenly vanished—replaced by 
serene, verdant countryside. If played in the morning, we think you will find 
the sounds influence your entire day. 

Unlike the "opaque" sounds of disc one. Dawn at New Hope is a transparent 
sound which does not neutralize other environmental sounds. Thus, 
conversations are gentle in tone, and the sound seems to appear and 
disappear, dependant on your activities of the moment. 

We hope you will enjoy Dawn at New Hope as much as our staff and the 
participants of our listening tests.

The group, for those of us 
latest facts, is the creation of

short haircuts, fast songs, spine-wrenching me 
and a box of matches to set the place on fire (hence the 
name I suppose). 

They open with "Tight Lipped" and it's compulsive 
stuff, hard-edged, though tempered with sweetness 
Vocalist Steve Mack drags them back, away from the 
dreamy pop confection of late Undertones. "This one’s 
about the media coverage in Northern Ireland," he said 
of their first song, something the Tones would never 
have attempted. 

The recent single. "Keen," followed - The Beatles 
meet Iggy Pop, Pere Ubu crossed with The Clash (they 
even do a version of Ubu's "Non Alignment Pact"). No, 
honestly. That Petrol Emotion can only be identified as 
a halfway house between lush beatpop fodder and 
aggressively delivered agitprop. I can imagine whole 
armies of dribbling Paul Weller/Smiths fans positively 
wetting their beds at the thought! 

A reflection of their feelings for The Undertones was 
neatly illustrated halfway through, when a voice piped 
up in the audience requesting "Jimmy Jimmy". The 
place went quiet. All heads were turned stageward to 
see how 'the boys’ would react to that: "We don't know 
that one" replied vocalist Steve, followed by ajerse 

any plans I had had to start shouting for 'Teenage 

By the end of P the gig. they were being received like 
the saviours of the human race. Three encores and they 
could've played all night - such was the extent of 
audience hysteria! The Undertones are dead. Long live 
That Petrol Emotion.

The trick is to bind all this 
together so that it's controlled 
mayhem ratherthan an 
anarchic melarge. In person at 
least TPE top their spiritual 
peers The Jesus And Mary 
Chain - both have a fascination 
for noise rearrangement but 
only the former have the graft 
and imagination to carry it 
through. 

TPE ha ve to function as a 
unit, each element needs to be 
in synch witli the other, to be 
able to confront and reply to 
fresh initiatives. And that's 
exactly how it works between 
the O'Neill brothers and two 
Irish friends on drum and 
second guitar. 

The only weak point, and it s 
one that’s getting stronger with 
each performance, is their 
young American singerSteve 
Mack. 

Sometimes TPE's bulging 
muscular sound can 




overwhelm the listener and 
sacrifice their lyrical clarity. 
This is annoying because the 
single 'Keen’ has a sleeve note 
which suggests.that life in their 
homeland still informs their 
work. 

A fine display for all that - 
when their remorseless drive 
and agitation seemed to be 
getting close to impenetrable, 
John introduced 'A Natural 
Kind Of Joy' showing that his 
talent for a sparse upfront 
betrothal is still as6trong as 
ever. 

'Downbeat' was the one that 
sounded most like The 
Undertones because it was 
based on one great riff rather 
than several ideas and 
ramifications.'V2'tips the 
scales; theirshow stopper and 
follow up single. It moves fastt 
and faster, fearless and 
unstoppable, guitars pealing 
off irridescent layers in the 
mounting heat and molten fun 
voice agonised, rising and 
squealing, the drummer 
leading one insurmountable 
charge after another. And then 
they were gone. Better catch 
them next time.

TINTINNABULATION 

(Computer synthesized) 

The ENVIRONMENTS concept is far broader than the mere simulation of 
natural sounds. The effect of sound on our abilities and thought processes is 
a little understood, mysterious phenomenon. As an illustration of the 
possibilities currently under examination, SR decided to experiment with 
bell sounds as an environmental sound source. 

The effect we created, based on an oriental theory of musical harmonics, has 
never been heard before. The sound is bells, but bells so dulcet and beautiful 
that they affect the subconscious in totally unexpected ways. As a long 
duration environmental sound source, they are truly superb. 

Imagine five different bells, each as big as an average room, which are 
sounded very, very softly and reverberate for minutes afterwards. The sound 
seems to float in the air, slowly moving around the room as a physical 
presence. 

Tintinnabulation can be played at any speed, from 78 to 16rpm, in full 
stereo. At different speeds, the sounds change in tone and apparent size, 
although the harmonics remain unchanged. The effect, unlike real bells, is 
fully controllable by the use of your volume, bass, and treble controls. 

A creation of extensive research into computer acoustics, the sound is 
purposely random, rather than taking the form of a musical composition. 

We think you will find Tintinnabulation highly useful for both meditation 
and relaxation, unlike side two of this disc, which is primarily intended for 
more active activities. Many people report that they become completely 
relaxed within the first few moments of play. 


DAWN AT NEW HOPE, PENNSYLVANIA 

June, 1969 

The dawn sounds superbly preserved on this disc are sounds which are 
gradually vanishing from the North American countryside. 

Totally different in mood and concept from the sounds of Disc One of this 
series, Dawn at New Hope recreates the aural environment of a beautiful 
morning in late spring, complete with owls, crows, doves, insects, dogs, and 
geese. Our objective was not to make an artificially "beautiful" recording, 
but a real sound, which seems to get better each time you listen to it. 

So many people had written us asking for this specific environmental sound 
that we felt obligated to give them the finest recording of a North American 
dawn ever made. In full stereo. On a good high-fidelity system, the sounds 
produced are so realistic that most people soon forget they are listening to a 
phonograph record. 

The usefulness of the recording is a subtle thing, as you can see by a 
sampling of our listening tests printed above. Walk into a room where it is 
playing and you may feel the city had suddenly vanished—replaced by 
serene, verdant countryside. If played in the morning, we think you will find 
the sounds influence your entire day. 

Unlike the "opaque" sounds of disc one. Dawn at New Hope is a transparent 
sound which does not neutralize other environmental sounds.

A stirring melody played on the baghlama saz (>o n g-^ed 
lute) in traditional Turkish fashion, enhanced by a background 
of contemporary Western instruments, notably the snare drum 
and bass guitar. The selection serves excellently as an entrance 
or processional dance. 

2. ANTALYANIN MOR UZUMU 2:30 
(Rhythm: 9/8) 

Originally intended to accompany the movements of grape 
stomping, this rousing belly dance melody invites hand¬ 
clapping, finger-snapping and toe-tapping participation. 


3. ARAP CHIFTE-TELLI 3:42 
(Rhythm: 4/4) 

A sensuous, liquid dance often providing a backdrop for “floor 
work" where the dancer synchronizes her movements to the 
musical ideas of an instrumental solo. 


4. GAYDA 2:34 
(Rhythm: 4/4) 

A driving, rhythmic dance tune that resembles the folk form 
known as “haleh”. It is a rousing transitional number when 
preceded by the languorous moods of a chifte-telli. 

5. ANADOLIS 2:30 
(Rhythm: 2/4) 

An instrumental played in the Oriental key of shenaz (the key 
of A minor in Western music). A lively and provocative num¬ 
ber which makes for an ideal dance entrance. 


6. TOPAL 2:53 
(Rhythm: 4/4) 

Said to be a dance for beginners, this title translates as “crip¬ 
pled” rather appropriately! Nevertheless, the melody is rich, 
full, flowing and rhythmic enough for the most experienced of 


dancers. The present arrangement makes for a very Eastern 
feeling, especially as introduced by the baghlama saz. 

7. RUMELI KARSILAMA 1:50 
(Rhythm: 9/8) 

A popular tune in Turkey, this selection is sure to catch the 
ear and spirits of belly dance enthusiasts. The title also names 
a Turkish town. 

8. SHEKER OGLAN 2:53 
(Rhythm: 4/4) 

In Turkish this means “sweet boy” or “sugar boy” and isi pre¬ 
sented as a bright baghlama selection suitable for a wedding 
dance from the Black Sea region. Here, particularly, the sound 
of the electric guitar accompanying the saz is gay, lively and 
innovative.

4. ARSLAN MUSTAFA 2:30 

(Rhythm: 2/4) 

The title of this instrumental means “stout gentleman” and it 
is performed with utmost vigor and vitality on the baghlama 
saz, the Turkish version of the long-necked lute. The Western 
accompanying instruments, the snare drums, electric bass, 
cymbals and electric guitar, enhance the presentation by a very 
traditional Oriental instrument. The composition is reputedly 
a wedding dance. 

5. ROMEN 2:59 
(Rhythm: 9/8) 

The tempo of this selection taps out as 1-2-3-4-rest and it is a 
karsilama. It is written in the key of shenaz and should elicit 
an exciting dance from the performer. 

6. OUNDORT 3:30 
(Rhythm: 6/8) 

The title of this selection translates as “Fourteen”; the tempo 
and rhythm are eastern Turkish and Caucasian. 


1. YAYLA 2:47 
(Rhythm: 2/4) 

A medium fast dance performed on the baghlama saz which 
offers a wide variety of musical interpretations for belly danc¬ 
ers. In this composition one can hear the catalytic sounds of 
spoons, clappers and drum syncopation. 

2. CHIFTE-TELLI ISTANBUL 2:51 
(Rhythm: 4/4) 

The title is self-explanatory: The chifte-telli is a dance form 
and Istanbul is the place of its origin. The musicians offer 
rounds of exciting playing, combining stunning virtuosity with 
a compelling demonic energy. 


i. CHAD1RIMIN USTUNE 2:03 
(Rhythm: 9/8) 

A melody familiar to belly dance enthusiasts. It is a love song 
which says “. .. rain falls on my tent” and combines well with 
the alluring gestures of the dancer. 


7. BAHRIYE CHIFTE-TELLI 4:00 
(Rhythm: 4/4) 

Utilizing a melody dating back at least one hundred years, this 
nostalgic air praises the beauty of velvet (kadife) and reflects 
this admiration in the improvizations by clarinet and violin. 
The delicacy of the kanoon (harp-like zither) entices the 
listener with its tuneful reverence. 

8. KONYALI 2:48

Patsy Wright is a descendant of the Nanticoke Indians whose sacred 
past is being awakened and celebrated. Richly blessed with talent as 
a singer and writer, she has chosen to use her gifts to express her love 
for God and her people. Patsy is devoting much of her time seeking 
to recapture the lost culture of her people. She is an inspiration to 
all who have heard her express her feelings in her songs and prose 
which speak movingly of her pride in her Indian heritage and her 
hope for the future of all Native Americans. Patsy is the wife of 
Dallas (Pete) Wright who, as an artist and craftsman, is also com¬ 
mitted to this search for identity. She is the mother of two 
beautiful daughters who, because of their parents, will know better 
who they are and will have a heritage to celebrate. 


The Nanticoke Indians have lived along the Indian River in Southern 
Delaware since long before there was a Delaware. But, recently we bad 
discovered that our youth had little idea as to who they were. This 
concerned us very much. 

The one link we had with our past was our little church. We feel that 
our ancestors, who had struggled to build the church for our people, 
would be saddened if we didn’t do something to carry on the work which 
they had begun. We realized that in the past twenty to twenty-five years 
we lacked togetherness; our thoughts, our concerns, our heritage, every¬ 
thing about us was being lost. Prior to this our people had naturally 
been one. 

We now know the problem and we are not going to remain “ Delaware’s 
Forgotten Folk". Once we started to talk about the things we wanted to 
do, the enthusiasm spread like wildfire. The old togetherness was still 
there. It had only been hidden for awhile. We are aware that we are 
Nanticoke and have reason to be proud. 

With all the activities we’ve involved ourselves in this past year, we 
feel we have only made a beginning. There is still much mot e to be done. 

This album expresses the feelings of the Nanticoke Community as we 
search for our idenity.

Notes by Louis Untermeyer 

One of America’s greatest poets, Robert Frost is also its greatest paradox. The man who 
is recognized as the essential voice and spirit of New England was born in California. 
The young poet, whom no book-publisher in the United States would publish, became 
famous when his “North of Boston” (characteristically native, even to the title) was 
brought out in England. A youth who failed to graduate from two colleges, he was 
showered with honors during his middle years, received the Gold Medal from the 
National Institute of Arts and Letters, citations from countless sources and, before he 
was eighty, was awarded honorary degrees by twenty-seven colleges and universities. 
An author whose first book was not published until he was forty, Fro$t was the only 
American poet to receive the Pulitzer Prize four different times. 

A farmer who could not make a success of farming, a teacher who gave up teaching, 
Frost triumphed over every difficulty. Although the Civil War had been endeu ten years 
before he was born in 1874, he was christened Robert Lee Frost. When his father, a 
Southern sympathizer, died in his early thirties, the boy was ten years old and was 
brought back East to his mother’s people. At twelve, he started to work as a piece-worker 
in a shoe shop and as a hired hand on a farm. During most of his teens he helped support 
his mother by working in the mills of Massachusetts. 

At seventeen, he entered Dartmouth and quit after three months. He alternately 
tried his hand at journalism and teaching. At twenty, he married and entered Harvard 
but, since he could not be educated by textbooks, he gave up the struggle for formal 
education after two years. There followed a period of more farming, more teaching, 
and more struggle. 

Frost was in his late thirties when he sold his acres and went to England. He said 
“I wanted to find out whether I had it in me to think and write.” Thinking and writing 
had been going on for some time in Frost’s life, but only a half-dozen of his poems had

been published in magazines of small circulation, and his first book “A Boy’s Will,” 
published in London in 1913, sent only a few ripples across the Atlantic. However, hk 
second volume “North of Boston,” was a spectacular success, and Frost returned to the 
United States to find himself a celebrity at the age of forty-one. 

From that time on, Frost’s place was secure. Regarded by many as the leading 
poet of his country, he produced poem after poem, simple in language but deep ir. 
thought. His was a talk-flavored poetry, and it was the talk of everyday. A plain 
language, it managed to be both straightforward and subtle, casual but probing, playful 
and, at the same time, profound. This is true of the later as well as :>f the early poetry. 
The observation continues to be startlingly sharp, the simple vocabulary has a way 
of turning into unforgettable phrases, even the most whimsical ideas proceed from 
a basic wisdom. 

At eighty, Frost continued to combine the role of sage and wit. His talks through¬ 
out the United States—he refused to call them lectures—were full of the same sense of 
ease, economy of phrase, and power of understatement. Wholly spontaneous, his epi¬ 
grams, like his poetry, just seem to happen. He once said that poetry begins as “a lump 
in the throat, a sense of wrong, a homesickness, or a lovesickness. It is never the thought 
to begin with...It finds the thought, and then the thought finds the words.” “A poem, 
he wrote at a later time, “begins in delight and ends in wisdom. 

This recording of some of Robert Frost’s poems reveals the range of his gifts. 
Here are some of the most distinguished poems of our time read by the poet hmiself. 
Nowhere in the reading nor in the writing is there a trace of the literary or the self- 
conscious. It is all original and it is all lucid-from the dramatic monolog of “Mending 
Wall,” which is rustic and even local in tone but universal in implication, to the pure 
lyricism of “Stopping By Woods on a Snowy Evening” and “Choose Something Like 
A Star”; from the tense tragic pathos of “The Death of the Hired Man to the light 
tenderness of “The Runaway” and the broad humor of “Departmental ; from the 
philosophic meditation of “Birches” and “Two Tramps in Mudtime” to the unforget¬ 
table irony of “A Considerable Speck” and “Fire and Ice.” 

Here unquestionably is the voice of a great poet reading great poetry-poetry 
which begins in delight and ends in wisdom.

As I sit in my study, still praising God for the wonderful song service we had in my 
church last night, I felt the need to write to you, and to tell you again how much I thank 
God for the blessings I receive through your ministry in song. 

As Earl Williams, with his high tenor voice sang, “I Should Have Been Crucified,” 1 
could picture in my mind, Christ, as He hung on the cross, and 1 bowed my head and 
thanked God that He was willing to let Christ die on that cross so that all men could live. 
Any sinner that listens to second tenor George Pittman sing his testimony in “Now I Have 
Everything,” would be compelled to respond, because George sings with such conviction 
and sincerity. One of the most “soul-stirring” songs 1 have ever heard was written by your 
baritone singer, Jerry Tew. Jerry does such a great job singing it that I could shout with 
him, “Oh, I Found Jesus!” I must tell you again, when James Curry sang, “We’ll Soon Be 
Done With Troubles and Trials,” I didn’t know anyone could sing so low. 

With the four of your great voices blending together as they do, the sound wouldn’t be 
complete without Moody Jackson on the piano-1 thank God for the fine job done by 
Moody.
